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PREFACE, 


Tus office-book is, in the main, an English rendering of the day hours from 
the famous Salisbury or Sarum diocesan breviary, which was latterly the 
most widely used book of the kind in England, and thus became a chief source 
of the choir offices of the Book of Common Prayer. The principle has been 
followed of adapting this material to present-day devotional ni by means 
of selection, free translation, enrichment from other liturgical sources, and 
some simplifying and abbreviation. The only noteworthy change in the 
form of the office is the rearrangement of the psalmody of Prime as in the 
sixteenth-century Roman breviary. 

Many Sarum octaves of feasts are omitted, for the sake of the ferial office, 
the wholesale superseding of which by festivals and octaves is a liturgical abuse. 
For the same reason, it is commendable to keep Minor feasts by memorial only, 
at First Vespers and at Lauds, as is done in the monastic usage of Benedictines 
and Cistercians, 

The classes of feasts are the older Sarum ones, which differ quite definitely 
in form of office and rules of precedence, whereas their later elaborate sub- 
division was worked out chiefly to regulate who were to act as cantors on 
various occasions in Salisbury cathedral, and how many were to sing the 
invitatory together at Matins. The term Greater Simple is used in the present 
book for the Sarum term Simplex novem lectionum or cum regimine chori, and 
Lesser Simple, or Minor feast, for Festum trium lectionum or sine regimine. 

In assigning feasts to their classes, the general principle of Sarum use is 
followed according to which the ordinary lesser saints’ days are Simples of 
the lower grade, without Second Vespers, and more important ones are the 
higher kind of Simples. The present feasts of observance, or ‘ red-letter’ 
days, of the Church of England, and ‘ black-letter’ days akin to them in 
character, are Double feasts, and will be found to correspond in the main with 
the Sarum list of Doubles. 

The non-Sarum antiphons, collects, and other details are taken chiefly 
from the Roman breviary and the Paris breviary of 1767, although the 
Sarum missal, the Aberdeen variety of the Sarum breviary, the Maurist Bene- 
dictine breviary of 1787, the Rouen and some other French diocesan uses, and 
the supplement to the Roman breviary for England have also been drawn 
upon. The Prayer Book collects are used for their days, and the American 
collect for the feast of the Transfiguration. : 

The hymns are translated or adapted from the Sarum breviary, with the 
following exceptions. The Christmas Compline hymn is found in the York 
breviary. The Holy Innocents’ hymn, the two for St. Joseph, those for the 
feast of Christ the King, and Fortem virili pectore for a Matron are Roman. 
The sequence for Whitsuntide Compline is found in the Sarum and Roman 
missals, in the former in a votive mass. Tristes erant apostoli, for Apostles 
in Eastertide, is inserted in the fuller form in which it is sung in the Roman 
breviary. The Lauds hymn for St. Anne is found in French breviaries. The 
originals of the two hymns for All Saints’ Day are mediaeval Continental 
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compositions, centos from which have long been in use as hymns for this feast 
in certain English hour-books of the present day. 

For the proper hymn tunes see the ‘ Hymn Melodies and Sequences ’ pub- 
lished by the Plainsong and Mediaeval Music Society. But the original melody 
for the Apostles’ hymn, Annue, Christe, does not suit the metre of Dr. Neale’s 
fine translation: the two tunes from La Feillée in ‘The Hymnal Noted’ are 
recommended. And Vent, Sancte Spiritus, at Whitsuntide Compline, is not 
included in the first-named collection, but is provided for in others. 

The late Rev. G. H. Palmer, Mus.Doc., allowed the use of his translations of 
antiphons and breviary hymns, and contributed the melodies for a musical 
edition of the antiphons to Magnificat and Nunc dimittis of the book. Kind 
permission was given by the Mother Superior of St. Margaret’s to make use of 
the East Grinstead office-books, and by the Rev. J. F. W. Bullock to draw 
from ‘ The New Office Hymn Book.’ a 

Inasmuch as only part of the Psalter is recited in the course of the day 
hours—the rest being included in the breviary office of Nocturns or Matins— 
a table of this residue of psalms, arranged for recitation in a month, is added 
at the end of the volume. This office may appropriately be said after Com- 
pline, taking each day’s psalms the night before. The same purpose of saying 
the whole of the Psalter is of course attained by the daily use of either Matins 
and Evensong of the Prayer Book, or the complete breviary office, including 
Nocturns. : 

In this third edition, the opportunity has been taken to make corrections 
and improvements suggested by the practical experience of eighteen years of 
use. May all that has been done redound to the greater glory of God. 

A version of the Office of the new feast of Christ the King from the Roman 
breviary is given as a Supplement to the Proper of Saints, for those who may 
desire its use.

GENERAL RUBRICS. 


Norre.—References to B.S. in these Rubrics are to the Breviarium Sarum 
as edited by Procter and Wordsworth, i. being the Temporale volume, ii. the 
Psalter, Common of Saints, etc., and iii. the Sanctorale. 


1, OF DouBLeE FEAstTs, 


‘The Greater Doubles are Christmas Day, Epiphany, Purification, Easter 
Day, Ascension Day, Whitsunday, Trinity Sunday, Corpus Christi, All Saints’ 
Day, and locally the Dedication Day and Annivers of a Church and the 
feast (one only) of the Patron or Title of a Church or Religious Order. Greater 
Doubles take precedence of other feasts, except of some privileged days of the 
Proper of Seasons. . 


Lesser or ordinary Doubles comprise the remaining immoveable ‘ red- 


letter’ feasts of the Prayer Book; the moveable feasts of Easter Monday 
and Tuesday, Low Sunday, Whit Monday and Tuesday ; and the chief of the 
‘black-letter’ and additional days, such as the lesser feasts of our Lord 
and St. Mary. Some of the ‘ black-letter ’ feasts had higher rank and privileges 
in the pre-Reformation rite than can be given to them now in a practical classi- 
fication, Lesser Doubles take precedence of Simple feasts. 

Double feasts have full service from First Vespers on the previous evening 
to Compline on the day itself, inclusive, provided a higher day does not concur 
with either Vespers. The antiphon to Magnificat at both their Vespers, and to 
Benedictus at Lauds, is doubled, i.e. said in full before as well as after the 
canticle.1_ With a few exceptions in the Proper of Seasons, a Br gee is said 
after the chapter at both Vespers of Doubles (cf. B.S. ii. 359, 361, etc.) ; the 
Ry. of First Vespers is repeated at Second Vespers if need be. 


2. Or SIMPLE FEAsTs, 


Greater Simple feasts have full service like Doubles, except that antiphons 
are not doubled and at Second Vespers no.respond is said. At Compline the 
daily hymn and Nunc dimittis antiphon do not change for a Simple feast, 
though if the feast occurs in an Octave that has the Salvator mundi, it 
and the corresponding antiphon are said on the feast (cf. B.S, ii, 226, 237). 

On Lesser Simple feasts, at Vespers on the eve the psalms and antiphons of 
the Feria are said (B.S. i. 366) ; chapter and the rest—omitting the respond 
(B.S. ii. 372)—are of the feast. At Lauds the Sunday psalms are said, under 
the first antiphon of the Common ; but if the feast has proper Lauds antiphons,

These Lesser Feasts may be celebrated only on ordinary weekdays or in 
Lesser Octaves. On other days, except Greater Doubles, they are usually 
allowed a Memorial. 


3. Or SuNDAysS. 


Easter Day, Whitsunday, and Trinity Sunday are Greater Doubles, and 
Low Sunday is also a Double feast. Other Sundays rank with Greater Simples, 
but have various rules of precedence. The office of Sunday begins with First 
Vespers on Saturday. 

e first Sunday in the month—by which certain antiphons are regulated 
in Trinity-tide—means the Sunday on or nearest to the first day of the month, 
whether before or after (B.S. i. 1200), e.g. the first Sunday of August is the 
Sunday of the seven days from July 29 to August 4 inclusive. 


4. OF FERIAS, 


The ferial service is proper to weekdays not occupied by any festal office. 
Except in Christmas and Easter tides, it is marked by having Petitions con- 
sisting of versicles and responses said kneeling before the collect at the Hours. 
If Ps. 51, Miserere,is omitted from these Petitions at any Hour, the VY. Hearken 
before it should be also omitted. The collect of each Sunday is said on Ferias 
through the week, when not otherwise ordered, until Vespers on Saturday, 
’ which are the First Vespers of the Sunday following. 

On Christmas Eve, Ash Wednesday, Ferias in Holy Week (Brev. Rom.), 
and Whitsun Eve, all feasts are excluded. Weekdays in Advent and Lent, 
Rogation Monday and Wednesday, the September Ember days, and Vigils 
supersede Minor feasts and Minor Octaves, and Lent excludes all Octaves. 
For memorials in such cases see Rubr. 6 below. 

Vigils have ordinarily the ferial office of the weekday and collect of the 
Vigil (Brev. Rom.), beginning at Lauds. Directions for all such Greater 
Ferias are given in the proper places, 


5. Or OcTAVEs. 


An Octave is the celebration of a feast for eight successive days, the first 
of which is the feast-day itself and the last the Octave Day, the intermediate 
ones being termed days within the Octave. 

The term Greater Octave is used in this book for Octaves corresponding 
to those with Ruling of Choir in the Sarum breviary. It is usual also to 
celebrate a local feast of Patron or Title with a Greater Octave. 

On the weekdays in a Greater Octave the office of the feast is repeated daily, 
with the following variations. The Lauds psalms are said under the first 
antiphon, and Vespers have no respond, but are otherwise like Second Vespers 
of the feast. For antiphons to Benedictus and Magnificat, if First Vespers 
of the feast have five psalm-antiphons these are used in turn, with repetition 
as required (B.S. i. 1080; iii. 408, 635, etc.), always beginning again with the 
first antiphon on Monday in the Octave. The same antiphons are used for 
memorial of the Octave on occurrent feasts. If there are not five antiphons 
of First Vespers, the antiphon of Benedictus at Lauds and that of Magnificat 
at Second Vespers of the feast are repeated daily. 

In keeping an Octave of a feast on which the hymns have a special doxology 
and the respond at Prime a special verse (e.g. feasts of St. Mary), these varia- 

ons are ed during the Octave only when service is of it (cf. B.S. i. 
1063; ii. 51, ste versus), not on feasts occurring in it. The same applies to

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saying the Prime respond with Alleluia during Octaves of feasts on which it 
is so appointed, such as a Dedication feast (cf. Rubr. 9 below)» With regard 
to Compline of Simple feasts falling in Octaves, see Rubr. 2 above and the 
rubrics in the Compline office. 

Sunday in a Greater Octave. At First Vespers, on Saturday, the psalms 
and their antiphon (or antiphons) are said as through the Octave, but the 
chapter, hymn, Y., and antiphon to Magnificat are as at First Vespers of the 
feast, omitting the respond (B.S,i, 1484 f.; cf. iii. 414, 640, 709 f.); the antiphon 
is not doubled. At Lauds, one antiphon over the psalms, antiphon to Bene- 
dictus as on the feast. At Second Vespers no Rj.; antiphon to Magnificat 
as on the feast. 

On the Octave Day, at First Vespers, all is as at First Vespers of the feast, 
except that the psalms are said under their first antiphon (B.S, iii. 419, 677). 
Lauds and the rest are as on the feast, save that the Rj. is not said at Second 
Vespers. Antiphons are not doubled. 

The days within a Gfeater Octave rank next after Greater Simple feasts 
in privilege, but the Octave Day is above Simples and inferior only to Doubles 
Cre i. 1104, 1481). The whole Octaves of Easter and Pentecost exclude all 

easts. 

When a Lesser Octave is observed,! it has full office on weekdays only, 
said as directed above for weekdays in Greater Octaves. On Saturday at 
Vespers, and on Sunday, the Octave has memorial only, for which the canticle 
antiphons of First Vespers, Lauds, and Second Vespers of the feast-day may 
be used, with the accompanying versicles. If the Octave Day is Greater, its 
form of office and rules of precedence are the same as for the Octave Day of 
a Greater Octave. A Minor Octave Day, at First Vespers, has antiphons 
and psalms as through the Octave, and chapter and the rest from First Vespers 
of the feast, except that the respond is not said: at Lauds, one antiphon ; 
antiphon to Benedictus as on the feast : at Second Vespers no Rjy.; antiphon 
to Magnificat of the feast. 

day in a Lesser Octave ranks in privilege between a Lesser Simple feast, 
to which it yields precedence, and an ordinary Feria. A Lesser Octave Day 
is the same in privilege, but if two Lesser Octaves overlap, the Octave Day 
of the one is superior to the day in the other on which it occurs. In Lent no 
Octave whatsoever may have more than a memorial. ‘ 


6. Or MEMORIALS. 


When a memorial of a lesser day is to be made at Lauds or Vespers of a 
higher one, it consists of the antiphon to Benedictus or Magnificat, the versicle 
and response after the Lauds or Vesper hymn, Let us pray, and the collect. 
The place of memorials is after the versicles which follow the collect of the 
day. After the final memorial the same versicles are repeated, and then 
May the souls is said in conclusion as usual. Memorials are said both at 
Lauds and Vespers, if not otherwise ordered, when a lesser day is to be com- 
memorated. For the order of memorials at concurring bps oe when two 
feasts are on adjoining days, see Rubr. 8 below. Whichever takes precedence, 
a memorial of the other one’s Vespers is said if not otherwise directed. 

Lesser Simple feasts are reduced to memorial in Advent and Lent, on

to happen at Lauds, at previous Vespers too there is only a memorial of the 
feast, even though the day be an ordinary Feria (cf. Brev. Rom., rubr. gen. xi. 
10), as when a Minor feast occurs on Ash Wednesday or a Vigil, and its Vespers 
therefore on the preceding Feria. | No memorial of a Minor feast is said on a 
Greater Double (cf. B.S. ii. 473, 474), on the three days before Easter, or on 
Monday or Tuesday in Easter or Whitsun week.! When there cannot be a 
memorial of a Minor feast at Lauds, e.g. on Maundy Thursday, none is said at 
previous Vespers. 

If a Lesser feast is commemorated on a higher one of the same Common, 
or in its Octave, then to avoid repetition the Lauds antiphon and versicle of 
the Common are used for the memorial at First Vespers, the antiphon and 
versicle of First Vespers of the Common are taken for the memorial at Lauds, 
and a different collect is chosen for the memorial. 

All Sundays have memorial whenever their service is superseded by a 
feast. Double and Greater Simple feasts, and days in Greater Octaves, are 
superior to ordinary Sundays. For the privileged Sundays see Rubr. 7, next 

ow. 

'_ Ferias in Advent and Lent always have memorial at Lauds and Vespers, and 
Rogation Monday and Wednesday and the September Ember days at Lauds 
only, on higher days, viz. Double feasts, Greater Simples, and except in Lent 
Greater Octaves. Vigils ordinarily have memorial at Lauds on superior feasts. 

Days in a Greater Octave have memorial on greater feasts within the Octave. 
The Octave Day takes precedence of all Simple feasts, but is reduced to 
memorial by a Double. e days in a Lesser Octave have memorial according 
to the rules above for Lesser Simple feasts. If two Octaves overlap, memorial 
is made of the lesser in the office of the greater, except in Easter or Whitsun 
week. A Dedication or Patronal Octave yields precedence to other Greater 
Octaves, e.g. the Octave of Epiphany or of Ascension. ; 

The order in which memorials are said when several occur at one office is 
according to the relative dignity of the days commemorated, higher before 
lower (Brev. Rom.). For instance, if a Lesser Simple feast falls on'a Sunday 
in a Greater Octave, offite is of the Octave, with memorial first of the Sunday 
and then of the Minor feast. But if the occurrent feast is a Double, it has 
office, with memorial first of the Octave and then of the Sunday. j 

Common Memorials are said at certain times, as follows. Memorial of the 
Holy Trinity, at Vespers on Saturdays and Lauds on Sundays after Trinity, 
whether office be of Sunday or a feast. Memorial of the Resurrection, from 
Low Sunday to Ascension Eve, at Lauds and Second Vespers of Sunday, or 
any feast falling on Sunday except the Invention of the Cross. Also of the 
Resurrection at Lauds and both Vespers of Greater Feasts falling on weekdays, | 
except Invention of Cross and Second Vespers of any feast on a Saturday. 
Memorial of the Cross, on Ferias, and Lesser feasts and Octaves, in Eastertide 
till Ascension Eve and after Trinity. Memorial of St. Mary, daily from 
Advent Sunday to Christmas Eve, and from the morrow of the ‘Circumcision 
to the Purification, except the eve and day of Epiphany; on Ferias, and 
Lesser feasts and Qctaves, from Candlemas to Lent and from Low Sunday to 
Advent ; and also at Vespers on Saturdays from the eve of Low Sunday to 
Ascension, whether office be of Sunday or a feast, and after Trinity when office 
is of the Sunday following. But the Common Memorial of St. Mary is omitted 
whenever there is full service or special memorial of her.

7. Or TRANSLATION. 


A Double or Greater Simple feast is transferred to the next free day * if 
it occurs on a higher solemnity, or on Advent Sunday, any day from Christmas 
Eve to Circumcision inclusive, Epiphany, Purification, Ash Wednesday, 
Passion Sunday, any day from Palm Sunday to Low Sunday inclusive, Ascen- 
sion Day, Whitsun Eve to Trinity Sunday inclusive, Corpus Christi, All 
Saints’ Day, or All Souls’, Any Lesser Double or Greater Simple feast is trans- 
ferred if it falls on the Second, Third, or Fourth Sunday in Advent, or on any 
Sunday from Septuagesima to Passiontide ; a Greater Double however, i.e. a 

edication or Patronal feast or the Purification, takes cies of any of 

ese Sundays. A Greater Simple is translated, when a Double would not be, 
if it falls on a Greater Octave Day or on Rogation Sunday. 

Free days for translation to comprise not only ferial weekdays, but Lesser 
Simple feasts, and weekdays in Octaves, and it may sometimes be necessary 
to translate a Prayer-Book feast on to a ‘ black-letter’ saint’s day, reducing 
it to a memorial. 

An Octave is not ordinarily translated with its feast, but proportionally 
shortened ; exception may be made for a Dedication or Patronal Octave 
(cf. Brev. Rom., rybr. gen. x. 1, ad fin.). Lesser Simple feasts and Memorials 
of Saints are not translated, but are omitted altogether when no memorial 
can besaid. Ifa Greater feast to which a Memorial of another saint is attached 
be translated, the Memorial is not transferred with it, but is said on the 
original day, or, if necessary, omitted (B.S. i. 1192). 

If the Vigil of a feast falls on Sunday, the office of the Vigil is anticipated on 
Saturday, except the Vigil of Christmas. 


8. Or CoNCURRENCE. 


When two feasts are on adjoining days, so that Second Ves; of one 
concur with First Vespers of the other, the higher one ordinarily has full 
Vespers and the other a memorial. As the Lesser Double class in this book 
is a mixed one, it must be decided whether feasts with Prayer Book office 
shall be preferred to other Lesser Doubles with which they may concur, 
so as always to preserve the Vespers of the more authoritative feast, or whether 
all shall have equal privilege. a 

When two feasts of equal grade concur, the second one has preference 
over the preceding one, with certain exceptions to save feasts from losing 
both their Vespers (B.S. i. 1194 f.). Thus if two or more equal feasts follow 
a higher one which supersedes the First Vespers of the first of them—like the 
three feasts immediately following Christmas Day—each lesser feast has 
Second Vespers, with memorial of the following feast. But if the lower 
feasts are between two higher ones, so that they cannot all have even one Vesper

A Greater Octave Day gives precedence at either Vespers to a concurring 
Double. But it takes precedence of Vespers of Greater Simples, except one 
with its other Vespers impeded while the other Vespers of the Octave Day 
are free (cf. B.S. i. 1195). 

First Vespers of Advent Sunday, Passion Sunday, and Palm Sunday are 
always said, with only memorial of Second Vespers of any feast whatsoever 
on Saturday (B.S, ii. 469). First Vespers of other Sundays yield precedence 
to any concurring Double, but not to a Simple except one whose First Vespers 
have been impeded (B.S. i. 1193, Cum autem). Second Vespers of any Sunday 
yield to a following Double, except Trinity Sunday, which yields only to a 
Greater Double following on Monday, viz. a Dedication or Patronal feast. 
Sunday Vespers ordinarily give precedence to a following Greater Simple 
feast. But if the Sunday has had its First Vespers superseded, while the 
Simple feast on Monday will have Second Vespers free, then the office is 
Second Vespers of Sunday with memorial of the Simple. If a Sunday and a 
Greater Simple feast fall between two Double feasts, the Sunday is the one 
to it 4 Vespers, in whichever order the two days stand (B.S. i. 1194 f.,

g. Or SAvinc OFFICE, 


The order of office for the day should be carefully determined beforehand, 
and set down with such detail as its nature may demand, for the guidance of 
those reciting it in choir. ae : 

The following general directions are derived partly from the existing practice 
of some Religious houses. Concerning details of this kind, there is and always 
has been variety of custom, out of which it is possible to choose what is practical 
and simple. : 

After Nakata: for private prayer, all stand up at a signal and say the 
Lord’s Prayer Baivately” This is said before every Hour, even if several are 
joined together, except before Lauds when joined to Nocturns to form one 
service., The Lord’s Prayer, when said silently here and elsewhere in the 
office, and the Creed, said silently in the Petitions of Prime and Compline, 
should be carefully said with the lips, though inaudibly, not merely run 
through in the mind,* and the officiant must allow full time for this, which 
ought to take as long as if the words were said aloud.

Hymns ought to be sung full, though the less proper antiphonal method 
has been long used, as the Michaelmas Vesper hymn shews. In some places, 
hymns of not more than three verses are sung full, and longer ones antiphonally. 
The versicle after the hymn at Lauds and Vespers is sung by the precentor 
or other appointed person, or said by the officiant : the choir makes the 
response. 

Psalms and canticles are said antiphonally by the opposite sides of choir. 
The officiant says or the precentor sings the beginning of the antiphon, and then 
begins the psalm, which his side of choir takes up at the colon in the first - 
verse. But when the first words of the antiphon are identical with those of 
the psalm, the latter goes on without repeating the words again. At the end 
of the psalm or canticle, all say the antiphon. As has been said already, 
Double feasts have the whole antiphon before as well as after Magnificat 
and Benedictus. 3 

A stop in the recitation is made at the colon in each verse of psalms and 
canticles, including the Gloria, and in a long verse some lesser pauses may be 
necessary. All hasty overlapping of verses must be guarded against. In 
these and other respects the recitation should be regulated by a leader on 
each side of choir. 

The choir may sit down after the first half verse of the psalm, in which 
case it is the monastic custom to rise at the colon of the last verse, in order to 
be ready to bow at the Gloria. The gospel canticles, viz. Benedictus, Magnificat, 
and Nunc dimittis, are always said standing. Psalms which are said kneeling, 
such as those in the ferial Petitions, are usually recited by all together, in a 
somewhat low voice. 

The chapter at each Hour has Thanks be to God as its An ee At Prime, 
Terce, Sext, and None a short respond is then said, the choir repeating the 
_ first part after the officiant has said it (or a singer has chanted it) as far as the 
verse, after which the VY. and the rest are said. Thus the first part is said or 
sung twice at the beginning, although not so printed; e.g. at weekday Terce 
the officiant says, Heal my soul: for I have sinned against thee, and the choir 
repeats, Heal my soul: for I have sinned against thee; the officiant says the 
Y. I said, Lord, be merciful unto me, and the choir repeats, For I have sinned 
against thee; the officiant then says, Glory be to the Father, and to the Son: 
and to the Holy Ghost, and the choir makes the final repetition of Heal my 
soul: for I have sinned against thee. The attached Y. and Ry. are then said. 

When there is a respond at Vespers or Compline, the first part is not said 
twice before the V., but instead the choir join in when it has been begun, 
like an antiphon. See as an example the Compline respond on p. 144, 

The respond Jesu Christ at Prime is said with Alleluia whenever the responds 
of the Little Hours have Alleluia (B.S. i. eg and it hasa ney: for each 
season that has a special hymn doxology. The Y. for feasts of St. Mary in 
the Prime respond supersedes the VY. of the season. 

Except at Prime and Compline, the Petitions are omitted on Sundays and 
feasts, and daily in Christmas and Easter tides, and each Hour ends immedi- 
ately with The Lord be with you and the collect, etc. On the Advent Ember 
days the Petitions are not said at Lauds, and from O Sapientia to Christmas 
they are omitted at Vespers. 

The Lord’s Prayer in the Petitions, and the Creed at Prime and Compline, 
are said privately throughout (in the way already described) before repeating 
the last two clauses as a Y. and Ry. The confession and absolution at Prime

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and Compline are said in a low voice. When there is not a Priest officiant, 
all say the confession and absolution together, omitting and you, etc., and 
saying us, our (Brev. Rom.). 

Since the same Petitions are said at Lauds and from Terce to Vespers 
inclusive, they are not repeated each time if two or more of these Hours are 
said together, but are said only at the last one, the previous one ending with 
the collect as on feasts. In Lent, however, none of the Penitential Psalms 
should be omitted through aggregating the Hours. 

The Hours are concluded as follows. Before the collect, The Lord be with 
you and Let us pray are said, but instead of The Lord be with you an officiant 
not in holy orders will say O Lord, hear our prayer, the choir answering And 
let our cry come unto thee (Brev. Rom., rubr. gen. xxx. 3). 

The ordinary full ending for collects is: through Jesus Christ thy Son our 
Lord, who liveth and reigneth with thee in the unity of the (same) Holy Ghost, 
ever one God, world without end. The word same is inserted if the Holy Ghost 
has been previously mentioned in the collect. The collect of the day takes 
the full ending at all the Hours, and the collect of the last memorial at Lauds 
and Vespers also ends full. Memorials before the final one end with the words 
through Jesus Christ thy Son our Lord, except any with terminations peculiar to 
themselves, 

Amen is said after all collects. The versicles The Lord be with you (or its 
substitute) and Let us bless the Lord are said after the collect of the day, and 
again after the last memorial. Finally May the souls is added in a low voice, 
except at Prime when the Pretiosa prayers are to follow. os 

The Pretiosa suffrages belong to the daily chapter meeting after Prime, 
when the Martyrology for the morrow is read, either in the chapter house or 
in choir, and then these prayers. 

If intercessory memorials or similar community prayers are added to the 
Hours, they should be said kneeling after the conclusion of the office itself. 

Lauds are properly said at-the conclusion of Nocturns. Prime is an early 
morning office, and Terce and the rest follow at intervals of about three hours, 
If any Hours are said together, it is better to anticipate than to postpone the 
time.

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EXCEPTIONS. 


The moveable Lesser Double feasts, viz. Easter Monday 
and Tuesday, Low Sunday, and Whit Monday and Tuesday, 
take precedence not only over other Lesser Doubles, but over 
a feast of Dedication or Patron, and they exclude memorials 
of Lesser feasts and Octaves. A Dedication feast is excluded 
by the Christmas Octave. 

All days of whatever denomination from Maundy Thursday 
to. Second Vespers of Low Sunday, and from Whitsunday to 
Second Vespers of Trinity Sunday, exclude any occurrent 
Feast or Octave, and permit no memorials except in Easter 
and Whitsun weeks after the Tuesday. 

The Octaves of the general feasts of the Church, if kept 
as Greater Octaves, are superior to a local Dedication Octave, 
and the latter to a Patronal Octave as such (see Gavantus 
on the Roman Rubrics). 

Rogation Sunday, although of the class of Lesser or ordinary 
Sundays, is superior to a Greater Simple feast, and causes its 
translation. 

Of Greater Ferias, weekdays in Lent though not in Advent 
exclude full office of Octaves, which may, however, have 
memorial. Vigils, Rogation Monday and Wednesday, and 
the September Ember days have memorial at Lauds only, 
on occurrent Greater Feasts. In Advent and Lent Vigils 
have nothing in the office, nor the Vigil of S. Matthew when 
it falls on an Ember Day.
